OUR OONTINENTAL CORRESPONDENCE 
v Parts, December 21, 1867. 

Qor publishers have begun to issue the books for 
presents, and they are beautiful. The scientific 
works for young folks are as attractive books as I 
ever saw. One, with them before him, may almost 
do without experiment. ll tastes and all ‘purses 
are considered. 

M. Curmer provides his copies of illuminated 
missals at $100 a volume. MM. Hachette & Cie 
furnish beautiful books from half a dollar to ten 
dollars. The French wood-engravers, after having 


for many years been inferior to the English, are | 


now sensibly their superiors. Their drawing is mar- 
vellous, and there are a clearness, distinction, and 
style about their works which make them une- 
qualled. Some of them (I have in my eye the 
illustrations in ‘Les Jardins,” published by M. 
Mame) have all the breadth and delicacy of the 
best lithographs. Photography has been a pow- 
erful stimulant to wood-engravers and their kindred 
artists by forcing them to be more accurate, to pay 
closer attention to details, and to observe more 
acutely. It has moreover taught them greater skill 


in drawing, by presenting them nature with a deli- | 


cacy and fidelity never before possible. You may 
remember I complained, some years since, of the 
appearance of our book-shops at this period of the 
year. Nosuch grievance now exists, for while there 
still are many books which are merely gairish 
bindings, the shelves present works which charm 
the eye and delight the mind.

Tue Bancroft and Reed controversy has been con- 
tinued by Mr. William B. Reed in “ A Rejoinder to 
Mr. Bancroft’s Historical Essay on President Reed,” 
just published [pp. 114] in this city.

contends that they have not been fairly or success- 
fully met by his opponent. Some contemporary 
sources of information are referred to, and now 
printed for the first time. 


INTERNATIONAL Copyrricut.—The recent discus- 
sion of this subject has led to a second edition of 
the “ Letters on International Copyright,” by Henry 
C. Carey, which originally appeared fourteen years 
since. The new edition contains a preface by the 
author, in which, among other things, he adverts to 
an article in the “ Atlantic Monthly” for October 
last, and in which he says he “ finds nothing beyond 
a labored effort at reducing the literary profession 
to a level with those of the grocer and the tallow- 
chandler.” The facts there stated he says may be 
sad ones, but at the same time he inquires whether 
the picture had not a brighter side, and whether 
both should not have been presented. Mr. Carey’s 
broad views of the question, as it bears upon the 
general good of the community at large, are, together 
with the facts which he collects, deserving of serious 
attention. 


Tue collection of books belonging to the library 
of the late Samuel Hazard, of this city, has been 
catalogued. Mr. Hazard, it will be recollected, was 
the editor of the “‘ Pennsylvania Archives and Co- 
lonial Records,” “ Annals of Pennsylvania,” and of 
other valuable works. His collection includes a 
number of rare and curious books, pamphlets, and 
manuscripts, mostly relating to the history, anti- 
quities, and statistics of this country. It is sought 
to dispose of the library, if possible, entire, but the 
“antiquarian collection,” containing maps, plates, 
and books of the revolutionary war, pamphlets, 
handbills, original letters, books printed by Ben- 
jamin Franklin, etc., will not be disposed of in 
detail. 


Mepicat Protocrarus.—James Campbell, Boston, 
has commenced the issue of a series of photographs 
of diseases of the skin, taken from life, under the 
superintendence of Dr. Howard F. Damon. They 
are plain, so as not to destroy by coloring the de- 
tails, and the selection has been made from several 
thousand cases which have fallen under the practice 
of the editor, The entire series will consist of 
twenty-four plates, and the two specimens we have 
received are excellently done. 


Tue Lonpon Atuexaum anp Marcn’s “ WALKS 
axp Homes or Jesus.”—The “ London Atheneum,” 
of January 4, criticized a work entitled “ The Desert 
and the Holy Land,” by Rev. Alexander Wallace, 


the following statement. 

“The English edition of ‘Walks and Homes of 
Jesus’ contains 224 pages. (1.) Ican prove from 
double record made at the time, and from many 
living witnesses, that 82 of the 224 pages were 
written and published from the pulpit just ten years 
before Mr. Dixon’s ‘Holy Land’ was published. 
(2.) I can prove in like manner that 148 of the 224 
pages were written and so published at different 
| times before the date of Mr. Dixon’s preface to his 
| first edition. (3.) Of the 76 pages which were 
| written after Mr. Dixon’s book appeared, 62 were 
written without using his work in the least as a 
reference. (4.) I chajlenge Mr. Dixon, or the ‘ Athe- 
neum,’ which is the same thing, to point out the 
14 pages of my book, which were written with his 
‘Holy Land’ lying within reach as one of twenty books 
of reference. (5.) I maintain that there is not a 
single statement of fact in the whole book, from be- 
ginning to end, which cannot be substantiated by 
good and reliable authorities entirely independent 
of Mr. Dixon’s. 

“The great gun of the ‘Atheneum’ has a long 
range and a loud report, and the echo of its dis- 
charge is apt to be repeated many times on this side 
of the Atlantic. But surely for once its shot has 
been fired at the wind, and the ammunition is a 
waste.” 

Tue Bornine or THE Booxs.—The destruction of 
the great book-house of Messrs. S. C. Griggs & Co., 
by the fire on Tuesday, was one of the saddest 
results of a calamity more deplorable in all its 
aspects than any other in the history of Chicago. 
In making this statement, we have no disposition 
to overlook the individual losses of others. We 
recognize the fire as a public calamity, and the 
destruction of buildings and stocks as a serious 
drawback to our business prosperity, although not 
without the compensation that the enterprise of our 
business men will soon rebuild the burned district, 
and that the wholesale trade of Lake Street will 
again flow on in its wonted channels without un- 
necessary delay. But the destruction of Mr. Griggs’ 
magnificent establishment is a matter of peculiar 
regret, and we think no man could have stood be- 
fore that roaring, seething fire on Tuesday night, 
ras it swept over the literary accumulations of years 
of toil, and not have felt that he was directly in- 
terested in the loss. 

Mr. Griggs, commencing in the day of small 
beginnings, aided by strict attention to business, 
quick apprehensions of the literary wantz of the 
community, and personal supervision of the details 
of trade, not only gained a prominent reputation 
among the great book-houses of the East, but 
brought his establishment to a level with the best, 
made it superior to the majority of Eastern houses, 
and exercised a controlling influence on the literary 
growth of the West. His stock was not only im- 
mense, but choice. It embraced the imprints of the 
best Eastern publishers, the standard works of all 
languages, the choicest illustrated and artistic 
works of France, Germany, and England, all the 
standard educational works for schools and colleges, 











including the classics, and an immense stock of 
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stationery. We doubt whether a more compre- 
hensive, and at the same time elegant, stock can 
be found on the shelves of any establishment in the 
country. 

Of these chronicles of the past and present not one 
poor leaf escaped the ravages of the cruel fire. 
Fire, the tiger of the elements, was unchained, and 
nothing escaped its terrible clutches ; and where 
but yesterday stood a magnificent establishment, 
stored to repletion with the literary accumulations 
of all ages and countries, to-day only a heap of 
smoking bricks, ragged walls, and twisted and 
shattered iron mark the spot. Business men will 
lament the loss as a serious blow to one branch of 
trade which had just arrived at a condition where 
it could defy competition. The public at large will 
regret it as the loss of an institution in which they 
felt a metropolitan pride. Literary connoisseurs 
and scholars will miss the convenient reference 
and scholastic quiet which always reigned among 
those book-shelves. The latter, perhaps, more 
than all others feel a personal loss in the destrue- 
tion of these best of companions and truest of 
friends, upon whom Leigh Hunt wished to rest his 
head and die. 

The losses of the other sufferers by this calamity 
are only commercial in their aspects, and are 
measured strictly by dollars and cents. The loss of 
Mr. Griggs is not only commercial, but intellectual. 
Ilis establishment was far-reaching in its literary 
and educational influences. He always brought to 
bear upon his business a strong moral sense, and 
no unworthy volumes found a place on his counters. 
He helped largely to give an educational tone not 
only to Chicago, but to the West, He advanced 
the interests of the learned and scientific pro- 
fessions, and he has done as much as any other 
person to cultivate and advance artistic taste by 
his admirable collections of American and Euro- 
pean works of art.

| 37—an instance, by the way, of the necessity of an 
author paying attention to the plates with which 
his publisher may be disposed to embellish his 
book. This pedigree is correctly given in Herbert’s 
letter-press, p. 98, vol. i. The author, in a well- 
written preface, explains the plan of his book, and 
lays down the rules which governed him in the ad- 
mission of animals to the body of the work, the list 
of thorough-breds. Of horses foaled since 1820, five 
crosses for mares, and six for horses, are required to 
enable them to boast of pure blood, although he has 
very properly been more lenient towards those of an 
earlier date. Mr. Wallace is certainly judicious 
in placing the standard thus high ; for, to admit less 
well-bred horses would be, to use his own language, 
“formally acknowledging that lineage is compara- 
tively valueless,” and it is, besides, the standard 
adopted by the best authorities. 

In order, however, to make the list of named 
animals as complete as possible, an appendix is 
given, to which are admitted, to the number of 
thirty-eight hundred, horses and mares whose pedi- 
grees are either acknowledged to be incomplete, or 
unknown at present to the author. That there are 
in this list many names which will, in the second 
volume, be transferred to the privileged place, is 
very probable, and there seem to be some there 
now erroneously placed as, for instance, Jane Maria, 
given tothe ninth dam by Bruce, and not extended 
by Wallace. The arrangement of the pedigrees is 
very good, much better than that of the English 
stud-book, in which tracing the pedigree of a horse 
is a great labor. The numbering of the horses is 
also a great improvement, as it assists materially in 
identification. 

As to what is really the important matter, the 
accuracy of the pedigrees, it is more difficult to give 
an opinion. Time and long use of the book must de- 
termine that. Those examined in a rather cursory 
manner have stood the test. There are, however, 
many curious omissions from the list of mares, of 
imported animals. Amanda by Morisco, Bashful 
by St. Patrick, Bay Malton filly by Bay Malton, 
and many others are not in the list, and the im- 
ported mares are most important, because they form 
the connecting links between the English stud-book 
and ours. The list of imported horses appears to 
be complete. It is no doubt almost impossible to 
| produce so large and complicated a book without 
errors, and there are some mistakes in the references 
by the numbers scattered through the book, but, on 
the whole, it is a most creditable production, when 
the enormous labor required to collect so much in- 
formation is taken into consideration. That it isa 
work of the utmost importance to every breeder and 
| horseman is not saying too much; but it is to be 
| hoped that Mr. Wallace and the publishers will bear
